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Mine Rescue Effort at a Standstill

Deadly gases block 
attempts to search 
for blast survivors 

Montcoal, W.Va. 

Two full days after the worst U.S. 
mining disaster in a generation, 
dangerous gases underground 
prevented rescuers Wednesday 
from venturing into the Upper 
Big Branch coal mine to search for 
any survivors of the explosion that 
killed at least 25 workers. 

Crews drilled holes deep into 
the ground to release the gases, 
but by late afternoon the levels of 
lethal carbon monoxide and highly 
explosive hydrogen and methane 
remained far too high for search- 
ers to look for the last four peo- 
ple missing. 

“We just can’t take any chanc- 
es” with the lives of rescuers, said 
Kevin Stricklin of the federal Mine 
Safety and Health Administra- 
tion. “If we’re going to send a res- 
cue team, we have to say it’s safe 
for them to go in there.” 

Officials could not say when 
rescuers might be able to go in. 


Stricklin said relatives of the min- 
ers backed the decision to hold off 
for now. 

“We’ve asked the families to be 
patient,” he said. 

Gov. Joe Manchin and others 
saw only a “sliver of hope” that the 
miners survived by reaching one of 
the shaft’s rescue chambers, which 
are stocked with food, water and 
enough oxygen to last four days. 
Workers planned to drill anoth- 


er hole so they could lower a cam- 
era into one of the airtight cham- 
bers to see if anyone managed to 
get inside. 

“We’ve been working against 
long odds from day one,” Man- 
chin warned. 

As of late Wednesday, there had 
been no signs of life deep under- 
ground since the explosion. Dur- 
ing the drilling of the ventilation 
holes, rescuers banged on a pipe 


for about 15 minutes but got no 
response. 

Seven bodies were pulled out 
after the explosion, and two min- 
ers were hospitalized. Manchin 
said Wednesday that one was doing 
well and the other was in intensive 
care. Eighteen bodies remained 
in the mine, but emergency work- 
ers were able to identify only four 
before methane forced them out 
Monday, (ap)

Lung damage from 
ground zero work 
may be permanent 

New York 

Most of the New York City firefight- 
ers and medics whose lungs were 
damaged by pulverized masonry 
and glass from the World Trade 
Center attacks are not improv- 
ing as time goes by, according to 
a new study. 

The results are based on breath- 
ing tests from nearly 11,000 fire- 
fighters who were at ground zero 
in the first two weeks after Sept. 
11, 2001, when the dust cloud was 
thickest. Of the firefighters who 


didn’t smoke, 13 percent were still 
scoring below normal up to seven 
years later, the study found. 

That number was down from 
18 percent who initially tested 
below normal after the attacks, 
according to researchers at the 
New York City Fire Department 
and the Albert Einstein College 
of Medicine. 

Among emergency medical tech- 
nicians, the numbers were worse. 
Of the nearly 2,000 EMTs includ- 
ed in the analysis, 22 percent of the 
nonsmokers scored below normal 
on a recent breathing test. 

The research in Thursday’s New 
England Journal of Medicine dims 
hopes that workers who developed 
respiratory problems after being 


exposed to the trade center’s pow- 
dery and smoking remnants would 
gradually return to normal. 

Firefighters commonly suf- 
fer some lung damage after being 
exposed to heavy smoke, but the 
problem is not usually long term. 
Previous studies of firefighters 
who lost breathing capacity after 
battling chemical and forest fires 
found that they generally recov- 
ered within days or weeks. 

That hasn’t happened with Sept. 
11 responders, said Dr. David Pre- 
zant, the fire department’s chief 
medical officer. He and other 
researchers noted that the particle 
cloud released by the trade center 
collapse was uniquely hazardous.

GM Plans to Repay 
Bailout Loan by June 


Automaker predicts 
strong profits ahead 
despite $3.4B loss 

Detroit 

General Motors Co., steadily return- 
ing to health after its near-collapse 
in 2009, said Tuesday it plans to 
pay off its government loans by 
June — five years ahead of sched- 
ule — and could report a profit as 
early as this year. 

GM said it lost $3.4 billion in 
the fourth quarter of 2009 on rev- 
enues of $32.3 billion. But things 
are on the upswing. Sales and pro- 
duction have increased, and GM 
has gained U.S. market share since 
the start of the year. 

For the period from July 10, 
when GM emerged from bank- 
ruptcy protection, through Dec. 31, 
GM lost $4.3 billion on revenues of 
$57.5 billion. But much of that loss 
was for one-time items, including 
a $2.6 billion payment to the Unit- 
ed Auto Workers union. 



GM CEO Ed Whitacre has made repaying 
billions in federal loans a top priority. 


Repajdng $6.7 billion in govern- 
ment loans has been a top priori- 
ty for CEO Ed Whitacre. As of the 
end of March, GM has paid back 
$2.4 billion. Liddell said GM plans 
to pay the rest by June. 

GM also owes an addition- 
al $45.3 billion to the govern- 
ment. That will be repaid when 
GM makes a public stock offer- 
ing, which Liddell says will happen 
“when the markets and the compa-

Bishkek, Kyrgyzstan 

Opposition demonstrators appear 
to have seized power in Kyrgyz- 
stan, which is host to an impor- 
tant U.S. military base in Central 
Asia, after a day of bloody clashes 
that left dozens dead and forced 
the president, Kurmanbek Baki- 
yev, to flee the capital. 

Health officials in the capital, 
Bishkek, said about 40 people were 
killed in the violence and more than 
400 others were wounded. Some 


opposition figures said more than 
100 people were fatally shot by police 
officers who sprayed protesters with 
automatic gunfire. 

The protests were triggered by 
recent substantial hikes in energy 
prices, but discontent with Baki- 
yev and his failure to improve the 
lot of people in the poor, majority- 
Muslim country had been grow- 
ing. The opposition, including 
some former allies of the presi- 
dent’s who had helped bring him 
to power after street protests in 
2005, accused Bakiyev of leading 
an increasingly repressive and cor- 
rupt government.

Thai Protesters 
Storm Parliament 


Prime minister calls 
state of emergency as 
rallies turn chaotic 

Bangkok 

Thailand’s beleaguered prime min- 
ister declared a state of emergency 
Wednesday to quell weeks of para- 
lyzing protests costing businesses 
tens of millions of dollars. But the 
demonstrators championing the 
rights of the rural poor remained 
uncowed, and it was unclear wheth- 
er the showdown would end with- 
out violence. 

The move by Prime Minister 
Abhisit Vejjajiva came after most- 
ly peaceful protests turned chaot- 
ic when demonstrators burst into 
parliament and forced lawmakers 
to flee on ladders over a back wall, 
with senior officials hastily evac- 
uated by helicopter. 

Wednesday’s chaos was a con- 
tinuation of the long-running battie 
between partisans of the country’s 


former leader — Thaksin Shinawa- 
tra, who was ousted by a 2006 mil- 
itary coup — and those who oppose 
him. Thaksin was accused of cor- 
ruption and showing disrespect to 
the country’s revered monarch. 

The demonstrators, called the 
Red Shirts for the attire they wear, 
benefited from Thaksin’s popu- 
list policies such as cheap health 
care and village loans. They have 
demanded that Abhisit dissolve 
parliament within 15 days and call 
new elections, claiming he took 
office illegitimately in December 
2008 with the help of military pres- 
sure on parliament. Instead, the 
prime minister has offered to do 
so by the end of the year. 

Protesters have camped out in 
Bangkok since March 12, ignoring 
court orders and a massive secu- 
rity presence. 

Abhisit, in a televised broad- 
cast, said the aim of the emergen- 
cy decree was to restore normalcy, 
and prevent “further related crime 
and disaster.” grant peck (ap)

A Retreat in Richmond 

Gov. McDonnell scrambles to quell the furor over Confederate History Month 


Richmond 

Virginia Gov. Robert F. McDonnell 
apologized Wednesday for omit- 
ting slavery from his proclamation 
declaring April to be Confederate 
History Month after facing a barrage 
of criticism from across the nation 
for an exclusion that many described 
as offensive and insulting. 

“The proclamation issued by this 
office designating April as Confeder- 
ate History Month contained a major 
omission ” McDonnell, a Republican, 
said in a contrite statement issued late 
Wednesday. “The failure to include 
any reference to slavery was a mis- 
take, and for that I apologize to any 
fellow Wrginian who has been offend- 
ed or disappointed.” 

McDonnell spent Wednesday 
making calls of apology to the 
nation’s first elected black governor, 
former Virginia governor L. Doug- 
las Wilder, a Democrat, and Dele- 
gate Kenneth Cooper Alexander, 
D-Norfolk, chairman of the legis- 
lative black caucus, and announced 
that he would alter the proclama- 
tion to include slavery. 

The new Republican governor’s 
decision to declare April Confed- 
erate History Month continued to 
cause a firestorm for the second day 
in a row Wednesday with national 
media descending on Richmond, 
and Democrats and blacks accus- 
ing him of ignoring the state’s com- 
plicated past. 

Sheila Johnson, one of McDon- 
nell’s most prominent black sup- 
porters and the wealthy co-founder 
of Black Entertainment Television, 
condemned him for a proclamation 
that she said was “insensitive” to 
Virginia’s complicated and pain- 
ful history. 

“If Virginians are to celebrate 
their ‘shared history,’ as this proc- 
lamation suggests, then the whole 
truth of this history must be recog- 
nized and not evaded,” she said.

McDonnell initially left out any 
reference to slavery in the seven- 
paragraph declaration that called 
for Virginians to “understand the 
sacrifices of the Confederate lead- 
ers, soldiers and citizens during the 
period of the Civil War.” 

McDonnell told reported Tues- 
day that he included the issues he 
thought were most “significant” to 


Virginia and that the proclamation 
was designed to promote tourism 
in the state, which next year will 
mark the 150th anniversary of the 
start of the Civil War. 

But on Wednesday he added 
language that included “was an 
evil and inhumane practice that 
deprived people of their God-given 
inalienable rights, and all Virgin- 


ians are thankful for its permanent 
eradication from our borders.” 

Sen. A. Donald McEachin, 
D-Richmond, a member of the black 
caucus, said he accepts the gover- 
nor’s apology but that he is disap- 
pointed the state has had to under- 
go a national embarrassment. “It’s

Mayor praises deal, 
but it still must pass 
teachers, D.C. Council

Mayor Adrian M. Fenty and teachers 
union leaders touted their proposed 
new labor contract Wednesday as a 
historic moment for public educa- 
tion in the District, but then turned 
to the task of selling the deal to the 
two constituencies who will have to 
approve it: rank-and-file instructors 
and the D.C. Council. 

The tentative agreement, which 
comes after more than two years 
of bargaining, would raise teach- 
er pay by more than 20 percent by 
2012, hiking the average salary of 
a D.C. educator from about $67,000 
to $81,000. If approved, the finan- 
cial package would make teachers’ 
salaries in the District competitive 


with those in surrounding subur- 
ban school districts, according to 
an analysis by the American Fed- 
eration of Teachers. 


The contract also calls for a vol- 
untary pay-for-performance plan, 
in which teachers could earn an 
additional $20,000 to $30,000 a 


year based on improved student 
achievement, assignment to a high- 
needs school or teaching a subject 
in high demand. 

While teacher tenure protections 
remain in place, the pact affirms 
Schools Chancellor Michelle Rhee’s 
power to retain teachers on the 
basis of performance — not senior- 
ity — in the event that budget cuts 
or enrollment declines force the 
closure of some schools. 

“I think it’s sufficient to say 
this contract is one of the most 
progressive agreements between 
a teachers union and a school sys- 
tem management in the country,” 
said Fenty, appearing Wednesday 
with Rhee, Washington Teach- 
ers’ Union President George 
Parker and American Federa- 
tion of Teachers President Randi 
Weingarten on the steps of Eliot- 
Hine Middle School in Northeast.

Ehrlich Kicks off Governor Bid 


Campaign starts with 
pledge to empower 
small businesses 

Rockville, Md. 

Former Maryland governor Rob- 
ert L. Ehrlich Jr. kicked off his 
campaign “to recapture the State 
House” on Wednesday morning 
with promises to cut the sales 
tax, expand the number of charter 
schools and make the state more 
friendly to small businesses. 

“Welcome to history, part two,” 
Ehrlich told a crowd of close to 200 
gathered at Rockville Town Cen- 
ter for the official announcement 
of his rematch with Gov. Martin 
O’Malley, the Democrat who in 
2006 ended Ehrlich’s tenure as 
Maryland’s first Republican gov- 
ernor in a generation. 

Ehrlich said he thinks he is 
“uniquely placed” to return to 
Annapolis to confront what he 
described as a culture of “unend-

ing excuses” and “petty politics that 
stand in the way of progress.” 

Ehrlich pledged to work to roll 
back a 1-cent increase in the state 
sales tax that the Democrat-led 
legislature passed in 2007 with 
O’Malley’s support. He promised 
to double the number of charter 
schools in Maryland, which have 


grown to 42 since he wrote the 
state’s first law allowing their cre- 
ation in 2003. 

And Ehrlich pledged that small 
businesses would again have a 
friend in the State House, after 
four years of what he described as 
stifling policy choices by O’Malley 
and lawmakers. 

“This is your day,” Ehrlich told 
the small-business owners in the 
audience. “You are re-empowered 
in the state of Maryland.” 

Ehrlich’s decision to announce 
in Rockville underscored a recog- 
nition that he will have to improve 
significantly upon his 2006 per- 
formance in the vote-rich and 
heavily Democratic Washington 
region to beat O’Malley. Ehrlich 
is expected to target the more- 
than 110,000 independent voters 
in Montgomery County, and his 
advisers have said they think he can 
win over more of the region’s white 
males, Ehrlich’s strongest demo- 
graphic group statewide in 2006.

Can Woods succeed 
while tempering his 
emotions at Masters?

Tiger Woods never felt he had to 
apologize for his temper. 

Perhaps the most infamous 
moment — and there are many 
— came at Pebble Beach in the 
2000 U.S. Open, which he won 
by 15 shots. Finishing off the fog- 
delayed second round on a Satur- 
day morning, Woods hooked his tee 
shot on No. 18 into the ocean and 
screamed a series of profane words 
captured by the boom mic next to 
the tee marker. In most homes, it 
was cartoon hour. 

Eight months later, during a 
practice round at the Pebble Beach 
National Pro-Am, Woods came to 
the I8th tee and went through a list 
of more swear words as he tried to 


remember exactiy what he had said. 
Someone finally helped him out by 
repeating the phrase, adding, “At 
least that’s what my kids told me.” 

Woods didn’t find this funny. 
His face hardened. His eyes glared. 
“I am who I am,” he said and 
walked away. 

And now he’s going to try to be 
someone he has never been. 

Woods said during his 
13^-minute statement at Sawgrass 
that he needed to be more respectful 
of the game. He pledged that anew 
on Monday during his press confer- 
ence at the Masters when asked how 
he would show more respect. 


“I’m actually going to try and 
obviously not get as hot when I 
play,” Woods said. 

That should be simple enough 
for now. 

Woods is contrite. He has shown 
more humility. He also is very 
embarrassed. This is no time to 
slam a club. 

Equally curious, however, was 
the second half of that pledge. 

“But then again ... I’m not going 
to be as exuberant, either,” he said. 
“I can’t play one without the other, 
and so I made a conscious decision 
to try and tone down my negative 
outbursts. And, consequently. I’m 


sure my positive outbursts will be 
calmed down as well.” 

Picture this. 

Woods has a chip from behind 
the I6th green late Sunday after- 
noon at Augusta National with a 
one-shot lead. The ball scoots up 
the slope, then trickles to the hole 
and stops on the edge before dra- 
matically dropping for a birdie as 
the crowd goes crazy. 

Woods tips his cap, nods to the 
gallery and walks to the next tee. 

Right. 

Emotion — good and bad — has 
always been part of his game. 

Woods didn’t say why he had 
to wait until he got caught cheat- 
ing on his wife to tone down his 
temper. 

The question is how long it lasts. 
He might be muted at the Masters, 
but it is hard to imagine him turn- 
ing into Retief Goosen the rest of 
his career, much less the season.

Veteran defensive tackle Albert 
Haynes worth plans to report to 
the Redskins’ mandatory offsea- 
son workouts but probably will 
not attend voluntary sessions, two 
people with knowledge of the sit- 
uation said Wednesday. 

Haynesworth informed the 
sources, who requested anonymity 
because of Haynesworth’s poor rela- 
tionship with the new front office 
and coaching staff, that he would 
return to Redskins Park for manda- 
tory workouts under the terms of the 
league’s collective bargaining agree- 
ment.

Navratilova Diagnosed With Breast Cancer 


Prognosis excellent 
for tennis great as 
she battles disease

Tennis great Martina Navratil- 
ova has been diagnosed with a 
noninvasive form of breast can- 
cer, and her prognosis is consid- 
ered excellent. 

Navratilova said in a phone 
interview Wednesday that a rou- 


tine mammogram in January 
found a lump, and a biopsy the 
following month determined it 
was ductal carcinoma in situ, 
or DCIS. 

The nine-time Wimbledon 
women’s singles champion had 
a lumpectomy in March and will 
start six weeks of radiation thera- 
py next month. 

“It was such a shock for me,” 
Navratilova said. “It was my 
9/11.”

tutes of Health, more than 50,000 
women each year are diagnosed 
with DCIS, in which abnormal 
cells haven’t left the milk duct to 
penetrate breast tissue. 

It’s removed because it is a risk 
factor for developing invasive can- 
cer. Only about 2 percent of DCIS 
patients will die of breast cancer 
in the next 10 years. 

Navratilova said she initially 
wanted to keep her diagnosis quiet 
but decided she could help others 
by going public, (ap)

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Kristen Schaal may be most 
famous for playing superfan Mel on 
HBO’s “Flight of the Conchords ” 
but the Colorado native is surpris- 
ingly busy: In addition to appearing 
on “The Daily Show” and “Modern 
Family” she has spent years toil- 
ing on the stand-up and improv 
circuits, telling her oddball jokes 
to audiences on both sides of the 
Atlantic.

Part of your stand-up routine 
seems to depend on twisting the 
audience’s expectations for a 
joke.

The jokes that 
make me laugh the most are the 
ones that you think are going in 
one direction and then all of a sud- 
den it’s completely different.

Stand- 
up can take itself too seriously, so 
it’s fun to break it open to parody. I 
try to make my set a littie more the- 
atrical than regular stand-up. 

How do you feel about “Flight 
of the Conchords” ending?

The late-’80s British

Two things have changed since 
Brit indie-rock veterans the Wed- 
ding Present released “Bizarro” 
in 1989. 

First, frontman-songwriter 
David Gedge is the only band mem- 
ber left from that era to tour in its 
reconstituted version. The second?

Ted Leo + the 
Pharmacists get 
local on a new CD, 
Brutalist Bricks’ 

Local Heroes 

From the J. Edgar Hoover Building 
to the Gelman Library at George 
Washington University to every 
Metro station, Washington, D.C., 
is full of brutalist architecture, a 
post-Modernist style that favors 
poured concrete, geometric shapes 
and stark industrial settings. It’s 
been critically reviled as sterile, 
soulless and outright ugly, which 
makes it an unlikely inspiration 
for Ted Leo -i- the Pharmacists’ lat- 
est album, “The Brutalist Bricks,” 
which may be his best and most 
impassioned album in ages. 

The title comes from the song 
“Where Was My Brain?,” which 
rumbles with a hardcore gui- 
tar attack and typically excitable 
vocals from Leo. “Modern archi- 
tecture gave me a kick,” he sings, 
“until I lived among the brutal- 
ist bricks.” 


“The idea of the song, although 
it’s relatively lighthearted, is not 
so much about questioning our 
assumptions, but looking a little 
bit further beyond the answers to 
the equations we process through- 
out life,” Leo explains. “Brutalism, 
for example, is an academical- 
ly interesting idea, and certain- 
ly it has its great piece of work in 
the world, but if you were forced 
to work in the government center 
in Boston or any number of areas 
in D.C., there would be psycholog- 
ical ramifications. It’s just a small 
window onto a bigger idea about 
pushing our conclusions a little 
further and making sure we know 
what we’re talking about and what 
we’re doing.” 

That thinking certainly applies 
to the longstanding assumption 
that Leo is primarily a political 
artist, a label that seems far too 
limited. In fact, he writes from the 
perspective of an engaged and well- 
educated man raised on punk rock; 
as such, he can’t help but take in 
the political with the personal, the 
public with the private. 

“I can’t write songs that don’t 


deal with reality in some way or 
another,” he says. “Whether it’s 
having grown up in the punk 
world of the ’80s, which certain- 
ly left its imprint on me, or wheth- 
er it’s something that’s in me that 
responded strongly to that scene, 
I do have a hard time leaving out 
— let’s not say politics; let’s say 
issues.” 

Leo has the unique ability to dis- 
till complex ideas into three-minute 
songs that mix punk urgency with 
pop catchiness, without resorting 
to soundbites or side-taking. He 
can write lines like, “the means of 
production are now in the hands of 
the workers,” and have them mean 
more than just propaganda. In fact, 
that song, “Ativan Eyes,” is one of 
the hookiest songs on “The Bru- 
talist Bricks.” 

“It was really trying to be a rela- 
tionship song,” he says, “but I had 
a really hard time doing that with- 
out putting it in the context of other 
forces that come to bear on people 
in relationships.” 

The former D.C. resident (who 
now lives in Rhode Island) cut his 
teeth in such punk bands as the 


Sin-Eaters, Citizens Arrest and — 
most notoriously — Chisel. Hard- 
core still informs his music on 
“The Brutalist Bricks”: “The Stick” 
modifies the punishing pummel 
of fast-as-possible hardcore into 
a bouncing guitar beat that push- 
es his vocals along at an impossi- 
ble pace, and “Gimme the Wire” 
ratchets heraldic guitar chords to 
a nervous click. 

“It’s a little leaner than a num- 
ber of things I’ve done in the past,” 
Leo says. “But no matter how mel- 
low and acoustic I might be playing. 
I’ve never really left that world of 
ideas. All my goals are bound with- 
in that world. It remains impor- 
tant to me.” 

That means his live shows can 
be intense and excitable, espe- 
cially with the Pharmacists kick- 
ing these songs around. The band 
members — including James Canty 
of famed D.C. acts Nation of Ulyss- 
es and the Make-Up — have been 
playing together for years, honing 
their attack and sharpening their 
dynamic. While Leo is the main 
songwriter and gets top billing, 
the band is a collaborative effort. 


“I may think I’ve finished some- 
thing and tied it up in a nice bow, 
but when we start playing togeth- 
er, it always evolves based on what 
everybody brings to the table,” 
he says. “That’s what being in a 
band is.” 

According to Leo, that dynam- 
ic keeps the music fresh night 
after night: 

“We get into a very Black Flag/ 
Ramonesy groove on the road, 
where it’s almost like this athlet- 
ic thing. The songs get faster, and 
it does wind up becoming muscle 
memory. We become a well-oiled 
machine on the road, which may 
sound oppressive.” 

In fact, it sounds brutal, if not 
brutalist, but “it’s actually cool 
because you start to stretch out 
more. We love playing music and 
we love playing together, but you 
have to believe in what you’re put- 
ting out there, both lyrically and 
musically.” Stephen m. deusner

The electronic jazz

Jolting electronic jazz unit Brown 
Wing Overdrive rides high aloft the 
winds of change. Using a tangled 
mix of high-tech and crafty cus- 
tomized gadgetry, offbeat impro- 
visers Chuck Bettis and Derek Mor- 
ton channel a whimsical universe, 
revealing its awesome power in 
unpredictable bursts of sound and 
blankets of buzz. 

In relaying the message of the 
cosmos and sharing in each oth- 
er’s sounds, the New York-by-way- 
of-D.C. twosome’s free-form music 
makes for quite a spectacle in per- 
formance. 

“Most people echo the senti- 
ment that Brown Wing Overdrive 
is ‘crazy’ — either after they see us 
live or hear our recordings,” says 
Bettis approvingly. 

“I can understand if people 
smile when we play — we are funny 
in a Larry David meets Richard 
Pryor sort of way. But the tradi- 


tion I see us stemming from and 
adapting is that of the shaman ... 
conjuring spirits and transcend- 
ing dimensions.” 

Once plugged into a higher 
power, the pair hum and howl 
with equal amounts of fury and 
finesse. But whatever the mood. 
Brown Wing Overdrive concerts 
typically turn physical, often to 
the point where the duo is liter- 
ally wrestling down their instru- 
ments or each other. 


However, Morton says much 
of the duo’s drama is born out of 
necessity. 

“I think it all started when we 
began using visual cues in the form 
of props to occasionally direct each 
other. For example, rather than a 
hand gesture. Chuck would place 
a large pacifier in front of him. It 
may seem a bit pretentious, but it 
spawned a bit of showmanship 
that ultimately has influenced our 
improvisations,” says Morton. 


“I think many improvisers get 
lost in their own world and per- 
haps a bit of stage drama brings 
Brown Wing Overdrive back to 
Earth.” 

Bettis, an absurdist vocalist 
at heart, has filled many earth- 
ly roles over the years, including 
as art-punk bandleader for D.C.’s 
Meta-matics and All Scars. Mor- 
ton is a similarly dedicated exper- 
imentalist and leads another life 
as one half of electronic drone duo 


Mikroknytes. 

Together since about 2003, 
the duo have just released their 
second full-length recording, “L 
Phantasm,” and are set to take 
over Pyramid Atlantic Art Cen- 
ter in Silver Spring on Friday.

The Freer Gallery’s Korean Film 
Fest D.C. is always a welcome event, 
in part because South Korean direc- 
tors are making some of the most 
unusual, arresting and assured 
films in the world right now.

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Raising Ireland’s Ghosts

Irish playwright

Film 

Conor McPherson is haunt- 
ed. The Irish playwright, whose 
new film “The Eclipse,” comes out 
tomorrow, frequently uses ghosts 
in his plays. 

“Ever since I was a little kid, I 
loved to hear ghost stories,” he says. 
“Irish people have a very supersti- 
tious quality to their psyche, and I 
think that’s why we latched onto 
these stories.” 

Ghosts make an appearance 
in “The Eclipse,” which is about a 
widower — haunted by the death 
of his wife — who volunteers to 
drive a writer to a literary festival 
and becomes obsessed with her. 
McPherson talked with Express 
about adapting the story for film, 
the difference between writing for 
the stage and screen, and why he’s 
so attached to ghosts. 


“The Eclipse” is based on a short 
story by Billy Roche, “Tales From 
Rainwater Pond.” How did you 
and Roche adapt the story for the 
screen? 

In the story [the teacher is] mar- 
ried ... and because you can go 
inside someone’s head in prose, it’s 
easy to understand how this guy 
is going through a strange break- 
down. My wife told me that people 
wouldn’t like him if he’s married 
and obsessed with this woman. We 
decided he should be a widower so 
we could root for him, and that he 
could be haunted and struggling 
with grief that’s manifesting itself 
and freaking him out. 

What are some of the differences 
between writing for stage and 
screen? 

In plays, people talk nonstop, 
because if people are onstage and 
not talking it’s like nothing is hap- 
pening. But in films you can get 
much closer to the actors, and get 
right into their face and you don’t 
have to have them say anything to 
know what they’re thinking. 


And you have the location. The 
film’s setting is beautiful — what 
made you choose it? 

The set location manager went 
around to pretty much every coast- 
al town in Ireland and took pho- 
tographs. Cobh had gothic archi- 


tecture, which I knew would give 
the spooky atmosphere I needed, 
and it was a harbor for 200 years. 
There were also these stairs over- 
looking the city; they reminded me 
of “The Exorcist,” which was a big 
visual reference for me when I was 


doing the film. 

You shot “The Eclipse” in a very 
short time with a tiny budget. 
What was it like working under 
these constraints? 

We shot the film in 25 days in Sep- 
tember 2008. We put an enormous 
amount of preparation into it, vis- 
iting each location about three 
times and figuring out how to 
shoot everything. I tried as much 
as possible to shoot scenes in one 
take. I would also shoot rehears- 
als, which gave the actors a very 
tentative quality so it didn’t seem 
like they were acting. 

What’s the deal with the ghosts? 

For me, the supernatural in sto- 
ries is reflective of a fascination 
with philosophy and questions of 
why we’re here and how we don’t 
know anything — What’s time? 
What’s infinity? How come we’re 
here and we die? Does it mean any- 
thing? The supernatural element 
of the story lets you get straight 
to these questions, and those 
are the questions worth asking.

Dear Dalton: 


If you have federal student loans, the student loan rehabilitation program is one option for default recovery— here's 
how it works: 

• First, contact your servicer (the company that sends your student loan bill) to request rehabilitation. 

• You must make nine consecutive, on-time monthly payments of an amount agreed upon by you and your 
servicer. 

• The default will be removed from your credit report after you make these payments and the loan is purchased 
by a lender (any delinquencies leading up to the default will remain). 

• You can only rehabilitate each defaulted loan once, so be sure to continue making on-time payments once you 
have completed the program.

The name of David Mills kept com- 
ing up in a conversation last week 
about “Treme ” HBO’s zesty drama 
set in post-Katrina New Orleans, 
premiering Sunday at 10 p.m. 

It’s no wonder he was on the 
minds of “Treme” co-creators David 
Simon and Eric Overmyer as they 
talked about the new show. Only 
two days earlier, Mills — their long- 
time comrade, an acclaimed writ- 


er and the co-executive producer of 
“Treme” — had died unexpected- 
ly, at 48, while filming the series 
in New Orleans. 

The 10 -episode first season has 
almost wrapped, said Simon, but 
already he was thinking of seasons 
that might lie ahead, and already 
missing Mills. 

The mood wasn’t maudlin or 
bitter. In some ways, it reflected the 
hearty defiance of “Treme,” whose 
characters are dealing with incalcu- 
lable losses and won’t submit. 

“Treme” is the latest project 
from Simon, hailed for HBO’s 
“Generation Kill,” “The Corner” 
and, perhaps most notably, “The 
Wire.” But even sharing their nov-

elistic density and ensemble make- 
up, “Treme” varies from those other 
splendid series with its sense of 
hope and its rich accessibility.

“You jump 
into the parade when it comes by.

“Treme” begins in fall 2005, 
three months after Hurricane 
Katrina and the preventable engi- 
neering failure that caused flood- 
ing in about 80 percent of the city, 
leaving destruction, death and 
thousands displaced. 

And yet, from the first moments 
of “Treme,” the music is playing. 
Good food is on the table: A neigh- 
borhood restaurant has reopened. 
Displaced residents are trying to 
come home and rebuild 

Among the panoply of charac- 
ters are trombonist Antoine Batiste 
(Wendell Pierce, “The Wire”), 
Janette Desautel, the owner- chef 
of the resurgent restaurant (played 
by Kim Dickens, “Deadwood”) and 
Tulane professor Creighton Bur- 
nette (John Goodman), a high- 
decibel critic of the institutions’ 
response to the disaster. 

“The show begins warmly,”

It is hard to like 
Michael Beard, a 
physicist whose 
work exploring 
the nature of light 
once earned him 
a Nobel Prize, but 
who now lends 
his name to letter- 
heads and honorary posts. 

The middle-aged, increasing- 
ly corpulent philanderer recycles 
the same series of lectures on his 
award-winning Beard-Einstein 
Conflation and is long past his sci- 
entific prime.

Jones, a true-crime author 
and host, latches on to the Zodi- 
ac legend with a certain tabloid 
relish. The production takes its 
lurid time presenting tight close- 
ups of each slain woman’s pho- 
tograph and then reeling off 
the sound of 10 gunshots as the 
camera jerks ever closer. Even 
four decades after the gruesome 
events, this feels like a grievous 
lapse in taste. 

Jones interviews veteran crime 
reporters who admit to a certain 
jaded take on the Zodiac affair. 


They’ve become practiced in roll- 
ing their eyes at the mention of 
each new theory. 

And, apparently, the bloody 
Zodiac crimes have even broken 
up some families. Jones meets one 
woman who says her father was 
the killer and that she even rode 
along in the car as he conducted 
his nefarious deeds. 

Another man has dedicated 
decades of his life trying to prove 


that his stepfather was the Zodiac 
killer and claims he even confessed 
to the crimes before he died. But 
rather than take the man’s word, 
or videotapes, at face value, Jones 
calls in a handwriting expert to 
compare his script to the notori- 
ous letters that the Zodiac sent 
when he was taunting the police 
and press during his decade-
